SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled California Star Productions Presents Paddled Secretary 
is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is for the following reasons. The video recording includes 
depictions of discipline in the form of spanking. An employer is depicted as having 
control over her employee because of a contract for secretarial work between the 
two. The employer spanks her employee despite the employee's protests. The 
depictions of spanking present as physical conduct of a degrading nature which 
degrade the recipient. These depictions also present as coercion in association with 
sexual conduct. Sexually titillating depictions of the employee's genitals and anus 
occur during the spanking. The cumulative effect of these depictions is significant. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered with 
regard to this publication. However, it is considered that the extent and degree to 
which, and the manner in which, the publication presents matters of sex, in 
particular, depictions of coercion in association with sexual activity and physical 
conduct of a degrading nature, renders the availability of the publication as likely to 
be injurious to the public good. This is a reasonable and justified limit to the rights 
and freedoms outlined in the NZBR Act. 
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
